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How  to  Use  This  Guide 

If  this  is  ihc  firsl  convention  you’ve 
ever  attended,  you  might  be  a  litUc  con¬ 
fused  by  all  the  different  events  going  on 
around  you.  Programs,  films,  japanima- 
tion,  seminars,  the  Dealer’s  Room,  the 
Art  Show,  where  should  you  go  first? 
You’ve  already  made  a  good  choice  by 
opening  up  the  Convention  Events  Guide 
and  finding  out  just  how  many  choices 
you  have.  Here  arc  a  few  tips  on  how  to 
use  this  guide  to  plan  your  visit  to  the 
convention. 

First,  make  sure  lo  look  over  the 
events  schedule  on  the  back  page.  Take 
note  of  the  programs,  films  and  special 
events  that  you  don’t  want  to  miss,  and 
plan  your  day  around  them.  There  will  be 
plenty  of  time  left  to  visit  the  Art  Show 
and  the  Dealer’s  Room,  which  arc  open 
almost  constantly  during  all  four  days  of 
the  convention.  We  have  included  a  map 
of  Pla/.a  Hall,  the  main  Dealer’s  Room, 
and  also  of  our  new  Golden  Hall  center 
which  includes  Publisher’s  Row,  the 
Lounge,  and  the  Art  Show.  With  these 
maps  you  can  find  your  favorite  dealer  or 
publisher  right  away  or  circle  the  location 
of  a  table  that  has  .sometliing  that  you 
might  want  to  come  back  and  get  later. 
Make  sure  you’ve  noted  the  location  of 
the  con  suite  at  the  Omni  Hotel  if  you’d 
like  to  get  a  snack,  and  if  you’d  like  a  tneal 
instead  glance  over  our  restaurant  guide 
and  downtown  map  to  find  something  lo 
suite  your  taste.  Take  note  of  the  time  and 
location  of  Thursday’s  Ice  Cream  Social, 
and  Friday  and  Saturday’s  parties  at  the 
Omni  Hotel;  there  arc  lots  of  evening 
activities  during  the  convention  for  those 
who  would  rather  party  than  sleep.  If  you 
want  lo  Slay  up  even  later,  remember  that 
there  will  be  all  night  gaming  at  the  Hotel 
San  Diego,  and  all  night  films  at  llie 
Omni. 

To  make  your  stay  at  the  convention 
more  enjoyable,  be  sure  to  remember  the 
following: 

If  you  arc  wearing  a  costume  that 
includes  weapons,  keep  them  on  your 
costume  and  out  of  your  hands.  The  Con¬ 
vention  is  in  an  urban  environment  and 
the  San  Diego  Police  take  pointed  weap¬ 
ons  very  seriously. 

Speaking  of  urban  environments 
always  walk  in  groups  between  the  hotels 
and  the  Convention  Center  at  night. 

On  a  lighter  note,  one  thing  that  you 


should  remember  as  you  meet  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  professionals  that  attend  the  San 
Diego  Comic  Con  is  that  they  are  here  on 
vacation  loo.  Most  artists  and  writers  will 
be  glad  lo  say  hello  and  sign  an  autograph, 
but  please  do  not  impose  on  them  or  lake 
up  loo  much  of  their  lime.  They  probably 
have  a  panel  or  film  they  would  like  lo  sec, 
loo. 

If  you  would  like  lo  offer  your  sug¬ 
gestions  or  comments  to  the  Convention 
Committee,  be  sure  to  show  up  at  one  of 
the  daily  Con  Talk  Backs  in  the  Glass 
Room.  This  is  also  a  good  place  to  let  us 
know  that  you  arc  interested  in  helping 
out  on  next  year’s  convention. 

We  hope  you  enjoy  your  visit  lo  the 
San  Diego  Comic  Convention.  And  we 
hope  you  return  next  year  to  help  us  cele¬ 
brate  our  twentieth  anniversary  here  in 
sunny  San  Diego.

STRIP  AIDS  USA

At  a  London  comics  convention  in  1987, 1  saw  for  tlic  first 
time  an  AIDS  benefit  book  called  STRIP  AIDS,  and  met  the  men 
who'd  put  it  together,  Don  Melia  and  Lionel  Gracey-Whitman.  I 
realized  that  we  had  to  have  a  book  like  that  in  the  United  Slates, 
and  I  knew  1  could  do  it  with  a  little  help  from  my  friends.  That 
“little  help"  became  a  considerable  amount. 

Upon  my  return  to  San  Francisco,  I  approached  the  two 
people  I  had  in  mind  for  co-editor  and  publisher— Robert  Triplow, 
editor  of  Gay  Comix,  and  Ron  Turner,  publisher  of  Last  Gasp — 
and  they  matched  my  enthusiasm  by  agreeing  without  hesitation. 
The  problem  of  how  to  deal  with  the  East  Coast  was  solved  when 
1  heard  that  Bill  Sienkiewicz  had  been  speaking  of  putting 
together  a  similar  book.  It  took  exactly  one  long  distance  phone 
call  to  get  him  as  our  New  York  editor. 

Response  from  cartoonists  and  writers  was  immediate  and 
overwhelming.  I'm  still  amazed  when  I  think  of  some  of  the 
biggest  talents  in  the  industry  THANKING  me  for  the  opportunity 
to  do  something  for  free  for  this  cause.  It  was  truly  hcartwiuming 
to  realize  how  many  people  in  comics  really  care  and  want  to 
help. 

The  book  itself  won’t  be  out  until  later  in  August,  but  Ron 
Turner  hopes  to  have  some  advance  copies  here  for  the  conven¬ 
tion.  Look  for  them,  and  look  at  some  of  the  original  pages  from 
the  book  in  the  Art  Show.  Come  to  the  STRIP  AIDS  USA  panel 
on  Thursday  to  see  the  publishers,  editors  and  artists ,  and  to  hear 
what  they  have  to  say  about  the  book  and  about  AIDS.  Come  with 
questions.  Come  with  comments.  Care!
